WHT LIBRARIES NEED FRIENDS 

by 
Zona Gala 

One of the words that we like bast in the English language is the word 
"friends. 11 We like it because of the Quakers. We like it because of these 
recent groups friends of our native landscape, friends of literature, friends 
of poetry, friends of music, friends of the library. We like it because 
those friends deepen and extend the work which these groups are doing and 
which we could not go on so well without. But I think we like it chiefly 
because the work which the friends are doing for these different groups, to 
deepen awareness, to teach us that life, that landscape, If you like, that 
literature, that poetry, that libraries are more than that which we believe 
them to be. That life Is more than that which we believe It to be. 

At half after three In the morning, the trees in the high school park 
in the little town where I live, like the trees of thousands upon thousands 
of towns, in June, are rhythmic with birds, from the robin to the elusive 
thrush. A little later, in just these days, the sun rises in the northeast 
and surges upon a roan. Then the mirror and every small bit of crystal and 
silver and color glow like a "Swarm of stars 19 and Jewels, and the room 
becomes "other*" The room is "other 11 with color as the air is "other 11 with 
song. And it is clear that sane secret appearance of things, which was there 
all the time, abruptly has been revealed as a form of reality. A shining 
world where had been but dull objects; a melodious world where had been but 
the high-school maples. 

Now It is of this "other 19 appearance of things about which all the books 
of the world have tried to tell* Rows upon rows of books upon a mill ion 
shelves and all the books that matter say that life is something "other" 
than that which we suppose it to be. I look at the nearest book shelves 
and take the titles at random: THE WORID OF LIFE, of Alfred Russell Wallace. 
What did he see but mystery and splendor where we see clay? THE MEANING 
AND VALUE OF LIFE; BISTORT OF EUROPEAN MORALS; MAN, THE SOCIAL CREATOR; 
NEW WORLDS FOR OLD. All these not alone dreaming dreams, but actually re- 
cording what men have seen as the reality of life, line, color, human 
relationship, huaan significance. Elie Faure's five volumes of the history 
of artflashing beneath its covers a world of beauty and growth recorded by 
the artists of earth as their knowledge of that which earth is. LIFE'S BASIS 
AND LIFE'S IDEAL, of Rudolph Eucken, and its chapters titled "Growth of Men 
Beyond Nature" and "Transformation of Human Life," with this sentence, "We 
are limited because we are incapable of elevating ourselves inwardly above 
the present." And its last ringing words, "The vision is for him who will 
see it. And Sir James Jeans 1 THE NEW BACKGROUND OF SCIENCE, with his gleam- 
ing look upon spheres and atoms. 

All of science and sociology and philosophy are these peerings into es- 
sential life. And it is so of biography. Every volume of biography is a 
record of aspiration and the technique of Its accomplishment or its failure to 
accomplish that is, a record of a man's or a woman's look through into life 
as it essentially is, and his effort to reach through. 



For example, In biography that story of the Kentucky of today, EETOND 
DARK HILLS. Jesse Stuart writes of his own days, and he has the pcwer to see 
these as other than they seem. Really to see his mother, his father, his 
brother not to be obliged to wait for wisdom to rediscover them, and then to 
regret the years when he was blind to them. No, but he saw them, their power, 
their patience, the processes of their living; and they and all that hackneyed 
routine became to M glorified . He saw them as other than the dun figures of 
the hill ft. He could evaluate that which happened to him, and he saw it shine 
or flash, or become dim; he saw birch leaves and corn shocks and straw stacks 
and plowed fields and fencing and animals saw them other, and better* He saw 
them as the artist sees them. He got it down on paper so that we see it too. 
He made a biography which reveals a deeper kind of reality than meets the eye. 

Then the poets, their whole material, the very life of their songs, is 
their native power to look upon reality face to face and live; to discern life, 
to divine essence; to know truth beyond and beyond that which meets the eye. 

And this power is possible even to fiction. Even there] Every novel, 
every book of short stories, is the recorded impulse of somebody to set dc*m 
things about people and relationship and objects, which is the revelation of 
its writer about life. The fiction writer must see more I have sometimes 
said he must see more man, more woman, more relationship, more occurrence, 
more objects than another sees. 

Once, in America, this fiction writer was so enamoured of this secret and 
lovely aspect of life which he momently discerned, that he over-painted it, 
gave his records a rosy color, sentimentalized them, sweetened them. There- 
after, seeing his mistake, he hard-boiled them, enameled them, scorned them. 
Then that is, now in his efforts to see trees and birds and sunlight as they 
really are, he often sees them jaundiced. Every tree becomes scraggly, every 
bird racous, all sunlight is either glaring or washed out, %n sunsets are 
sullen, all cows are bony, all sheep are dirty, all meadows are dank, all life 
is hollow, and there is almost certainly abroad an acrid smell. In the exer- 
cise of his faculty of seeing life and the world keenly, he sees them merely 
differently, as uniformly ugly instead of uniformly sweet. It is a healthful 
sign, a swing of the pendulum toward some fiction writer. He will swing on 
in time to his essential energy, that of the see-er* The seer. The one who 
looks through. THE LATE GEORGE APLET was a magnifying glass laid on earth. 

And all the rows and rows of essays they are written by those who through 
vision, through humor, through the scientific mind, are alert to inner aspects 
of outer reality, are alert to essential reality. To that moment of emotional 
grasp which shakes us when we hear that the air Is not just air but a soft net 
of song; and that crystal and color are really garmented in a light that we 
can divine only in such flashes. Priestly, In MIDNIGHT ON THE DESERT those 
300 pages which record twenty minutes of his reflection as he sat in his 
desert cabin, making up his mind to burn the manuscript of a novel which ha 
had just completed and didn't like. TVenty minutes until, after the burning, 
he emerges under the stars knowing that life and space and time are more than 
that which we Relieve them to be. 

So the shelves of every library of all nations in the world give the one 
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message; There is more to life than we see, more than we divine, more than 
has entered Into the heart of man to conceive. All those fleeting compre- 
hensions which we have when, for example, we are In love, or when death -Is 
In the house or when sympathy or aspiration gives up wings these are truth. 
Those are the way life is. This Is what we most be aware of all the time* 
"We are hex** say the shelves of every library, "That you may have life more 
abundant." And the friends of the library know and foster this belief 

A room, set with ranks of shelves, holding rows of urns and vessels 
containing spices and essences and even ichors whatever they are ^and there 
in charge a kind of priest who should be appointed to minister to suppliants, 
releasing to everyone according to his need now to soothe, now to stimulate, 
now to inspire, now to awaken. Imagine this, and you have something of the 
symbolism if we could see through of a city library, a nroall town library, 
a village library. If any of those who record life with this other vision in 
the books on the shelves, if one who records it deeply and truly should move 
upon a library to characterize it, he would say, or he might say, "Not one at 
a circulation desk or at a reference desk, or moving among the stacks, but a 
dispenser of the power to see life other, to see it better, to see it more 
abundantly. To extend perception, to quicken awareness, to dream true about 
our world. n 

David Starr Jordan said, ''You must get your happiness out of your work. 
But to do this, you must idealize your work. 11 And in commenting on this, 
Frank Miller of the Riverside Mission Inn In California said: "If you are in 
some work that you cannot idealize, you would better change it, or else Jump 
off. 19 The work of the librarians is pure Idealism in action. 

The Friends of Libraries are those who have grasped the functions of the 
library as the great Interpreter of us to ourselves. They have grasped the 
service of librarians in that Interpretation. The ftlends of libraries know 
that libraries cannot perform alone this common task. More interest, more 
books, more shelf space, more borrowers, more money to help to secure all 
these fall within the area of operation of the Ftiends of Libraries and there 
cannot be too many librarians or too many of their friends. 

May every community which has no such group, organize its library's friends 
This will multiply the function of the library, will distribute the too-heavy 
burden now borne by a few. It will multiply the library f s power to interpret 
life to the living, to spread the simple and sovereign message of libraries- 
that life is more than that which we believe it to be. There is no greater 
service.

WHO THEY ARE

As fine feathers do not make fine birds, so velvety green lawns and 
clinging vines, do not give promise of a choice book selection. A Friends 
of the Library movement back of a library can do wonders for a library. 

Presuming there is a library In your town. the first Friend of the 
Library in your town is the Librarian. The librarian must have vision and 
aim for a goal. The librarian must be a scholar, a thinker, an organizer, 
an executive, and full of interest in the work of the library* A library can 
be no bigger than the librarian. 

There is no library without those Trustees (five in Nebraska). Five friends 
for certain. Where there are five Interested, enthusiastic, ambitious trustees 
combined with a seeing Librarian, a library should prosper. Now one of the 
five should be a lawyer. A lawyer has a way of finding interested people who 
may be persuaded to endow a library. Gifts to libraries from Friends of the 
library is like laying away treasure for generations to come. We now have at 
least six friends, - the Librarian and the Board. 

The Mayor appointed the Trustees, ani he must be a friend. If he were not 
a friend, think of the harm he could do in his appointing. Always keep the 
Mayor on the Friendly side. 

The harmonious Council or Town Board. Remember when you want an increase 
in the levy, or a new roof, which means an increase in the budget, that the 
Town Council must be friendly. More Friend s. 

The circle widens. Ministers and Church groups must depend upon the 
Library at times for aid. They are friendly souls. 

Schools cooperate. Children crave and yearn for the public library. Often 
the school library Is not adequate to serve them. The demands of the times re- 
quire both a well equipped school library and a functioning public library. 

Organized service groups usually sponsor civic affairs. They will remain 
friendly. A library committee on each would be helpful. Just call them 
"Friends' 1 and depend on them. 

Women f s Club and project groups could not function without the public 
library. What would the program committees do? Literary clubs ani book clubs 
need to seek advice for book selection. P.T*A. W.C.T.U. A.A.U.W. P.E.O. all 
of them will ask for aid if help is forth coming. 

How can groups help? 

In some towns, service clubs give a book in memoriaxa for each departed 
member. This book is selected with the profession or Interests of the member 
in mind. A civic club is thus perpetuating the memory of a local citizen In 



a selective way* 

Book olnbs acne times give at the close of the year all the books purchased 
and reviewed In the club* Where the club happens to be music, art, garden, or 
a science club, the collection acquired from year to year increases in value 
and interest* And the interest of the members is Increased in the library to 

eizree o the value o the collection o books- 



Church societies can give copies of texts and references used in study 
groups. The Missionary magazines of one Church suggest valuable aid to other 
groups* Subscriptions for Church papers and magazines are substantial gifts* 

A garden club interested in seeing its town grow in beauty could subscribe 
for a magazine or two for the public library, and thus make than available to 
others as veil as club members* Perhaps a flower show could be held in the 
Library, garden books displayed, and maybe there could be a hobby show* Bjy 
displaying flowers and books, you display your library and Its contents* 

Mr* Carnegie was Interested in libraries and in people. He planned that 
the town must furnish a lot for the building which he would give, and that the 
town must support the library to the extent of ten per cent of the value of the 
building* 

Mr. Carnegie knew that the citizens should have a hand in the support of 
its library to preserve the local interest* Many a personal interest has been 
created in. a local library or large library movement by the appointment of a 
person to a committee* The seeming uninterest was merely a lack of information 
and knowledge* When the information was gleaned, Interest became apparent and 
enthusiasm grew* 

Introduce your friends to the Library and the Library to your friends* 
We need "Friends of the Library 11 in each library team* 

Collectors are some of the best of friends* Public spirited collectors in 
bestowing collections of bodes, manuscripts, art collections, etc*, aid future 
scholars and widen the field of research and knowledge* Wllmarth S* Lewis, in 
his article, "The Layman and Libraries" published in the Spring 194-7 Issue of 
Tale Review, wrote, "The collectors role is therefore a major one in the 
Library* It is hardly too much to say that his benefactions well determine 
the course of the library's future*" 

As the P*T*A* is back of the Public School, the Friends of the Library can 
back the library and all its activities* These activities in the library may 
be book reviews, children f s plays, forums, movies, music, etc* 

* 

The Public Libraries belong to the citizens of the state* They are ours 
to work for* Therefore, let us cooperate with the already established libraries 
and the other agencies for promotion, to the end that the best for the money 
and the effort be attained* In this cooperation scheme, "We favor organization 
of Friends of the Library to perpetuate co-operation and assure support*" 

To belong to a group must one give money? No- Give and endcw if you can. 
If you cannot give money, give enthusiasm and interest* Work for the growth and 



development of the Library in your town. If the library is overcrowded, work 
in an organized group for building addition. Let your name be on a list of 
those ready to participate in a drive for your local library. 

Who may be members of the "Friends of the Library" groups? The more mem- 
bers the better. Young and old. Children and grown-ups. Club women and service 
club men. 

Some of the most enthusiastic library patrons are the children. They can 
collect when a drive is on. They will give most unselfishly of their own out- 
grown books. 

Remember -the rich and poor cone to the public library. It is free and it 
is public. There is no class distinction. The public library is one of our 
most American institutions. 

What conmunity does not need a library and "Friends of the Library"? With 
an interested group of Friends and a good selection of books and magazines, a 
pleasant reading room and a real librarian, support will come. 

A "Friends of the Library" organization in each library community is an- 
other plunge forward for library planning and library progress. 

Who are the "Friends of the Library"? Jou. Tour continued interest is 
requested. Tour most valuable support is solicited. Whoever you arej

WHAT IS THE ROLE OF FRIENDS? 

The role of Friends is best portrayed in an article by Wilmarth 
S, Lewis, "The Layman and Libraries" which was published in the Spring 
issue of the Tale Review in 19A7. Excerpts from his article are given 
here, by permission, but the article in its entirety is recommended. 

"...Is there no role which an ordinary human being can play in a library? 

"I can think immediately of three such roles. But first che layman 
should realize that public libraries exist for him, not for librarians... 

"Since libraries exist for and belong to laymen their reason for 
being is gone unless they have the interest and support of laymen. Certain 
laymen are required to be associated with libraries by law. They are the 
trustees. Theirs is a complex role. Legally they are all-powerful, actually 
they must leave the running of the library to the librarians and assistants. 
They choose the librarian, they provide the funds, and that is probably about 
all they should do as trustees..* 

"The ideal relationship between the board and the librarian exists when 
the chairman of the board and the librarian work easily as a team... This is 
one way in which a layman can become part of a library. 

"A second role is that of the collector... No library in the world has 
enough money to buy all the books, manuscripts, maps and coins it wants... 
These must come from owners of private collections... The... advantage which 
the modern scholar enjoys is the increase of important collections in public 
libraries. 

"The collectors role is therefore a major one in a library ... The layman, 
then, can become affiliated with a library by forming a collection and giving 
it to a library... 

"The trustee, the collector - and what ia the third role which laymen 
can play? Comparatively few can become trustees, not everyone has the collector's 
instinct, but the the third role is open to anyone who wishes libraries well. 
It is the role of friend... 

"These friends of libraries do not require elaborate machinery to be 
successful .The one essential thing is a layman who is dedicated to the 
growth and improvement of the library as a repository of knowledge and 
literature. If there are two people who are so dedicated, the success of 
the organization is assured; if there are three, nothing can stop it. Their 
enthusiasm and spirit will be infectious, for people like to give to libraries 
once they have conquered their fear of them and realized that libraries need 
their help... 

"It is characteristic of our race that we are at our best, at our most 
imaginative and vigorous, when we are most sorely pressed. Now l^s the time 
to draw upon the wisdom and strength stored up in books. The records of our 
predecessors 1 victories and defeats have been kept for us by tireless, re- 
sisting men for over 3,000 years. Never in all that long struggle for the 
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better life has mankind been more beset by evil and danger than It is now* 
We cannot afford to Ignore the fortifications which they hare built and 
left for our protection. 

"The relationship of the layman, of you and me, to libraries is of more 
than casual importance. Libraries are not Just another Vorthy cause f . They 
are the foundations upon which education rests, and education is one of the 
two forces which can yet save the world. The contents of libraries and the 
use made of them will play a critical part in the history of the next few 
years, for the use of libraries, if it be made at all, will be made by those 
who determine the fate of mankind, the laymen of the world. w 

As Mr. lewis has pointed out to us, trustees and laymen are Friends, 
but each in a different role. As Friends they have mutual Interests in 
libraries and often share mutual problems. 

A recent survey of Friends of the Library groups points out to us, that 
it is the role of the trustee to formulate policies and the role of the 
Friends to interpret these policies. In many instances, Friends of the 
Library act as an auxiliary group to the library trustees. 

Friends of the Library at Riverside, 111. stated that their trustees 
formulate the policies, while Friends of the Library fosters the best in- 
terests of the library by trying to interest every citizen in its welfare. 

To effect an understanding between trustees and Friends, different 
methods of cooperation are used. Very often, a representative of the library 
trustees is on the executive board of Friends of the Library. 

Examples: At Sunbury, Pa. the treasurer of the library board is 
treasurer of Friends of the Library. 

At Newburyport, Mass., the librarian is secretary of the board of li- 
brary directors and secretary-treasurer of Friends of the Library. 

At Highland Park, HI. two trustees are designated as a liason committee 
and receive notices of all executive committee meetings of Friends of the 
Library. 

At Riverside, 111., trustees serve on the executive committee of Friends 
of the Library but not in the capacity of a trustee. 

In a few cases, Friends of the Library meets with the library trustees 
at a stated time. 

Examples: At Franklin, Pa. the president of Friends of the Library is 
made an associate member of the library trustees. 

At Pottcprille, Pa., and at Wycmissing, Pa., the Friends of the Library 
group meets with library trustees at their annual meeting. 
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Priends of the Hatch Public Library, N.M,j Friends of the Library, Huron, 
SJD.j and Friends of the Library, Yakima, Wash* meet with their library trustees, 

Just the opposite is true at the Smith Memorial Library, Chautauqua, N.Y. 
where the library trustees meet with the Friends of the Chautauqua Smith 
Memorial Library vho act as an auxiliary group. 

Very often suggestions from Friends of the Library groups are communicated 
to the library trustees by the librarian. Whenever necessary, a member of the 
Friends of the Library executive committee is delegated to attend a trustee f s 
meeting, and sometimes trustees are called into a meeting of Friends of the 
Library. In other instances, informal discussion with the president of the 
trustees was reported. 



In Rutherford, N J* they report that Friends of the Library 
rules are well defined and approved by the trustees. 

At Winston-Salem, N. C, a member of the Friends of the Library of the 
Horton Branch vho is very active with the group is on the library board* Any 
issue is freely discussed with him, and he din turn, interprets to the board 
the opinions of the group. 

While these different methods have been used successfully, and are in- 
tended as suggestions, the major! ty of Friends groups reported that they have 
had no need for a liaison committee, although very friendly relationships 
exist between them and the library trustees. 



HOW THEY ARK ORGANIZED 
(Based on Robert's Rules of Order Revised) 

A recent survey shoved that the original committee and the group called 
together to plan the formal organization is drawn from representative people 
in a ccmmunity. In the majority of cases, the librarian had an active part 
in organizing the group and after the organization was assured, acted in an 
advisory capacity Trustees came a close second in arousing citizen interest 
to form Friends of the Library groups; at other times it was a combination of 
trustee and librarian who assumed the leadership in stirring up this interest* 
In such cases a citizen was usually appointed to organize the group* 

Many times a particular organization in a community was responsible; and 
at other times it was a civicnninded individual or group or individuals who 
assumed the leadership*

First Meeting 



When it is desired to form a permanent group those interested in it should 
carefully lay their plans before caning a meeting to organize the group. Mary 
months of quiet preliminary work usually proceed that meeting* 

Points to remember in planning such a meeting: 

mritatlon list* Invite several times as many people as you expect to 
attend. If you wish 100 to 125 present, send invitations to 00 or 500* 

nvited guests* Every librarian of a public library will know people in 
his community witfc book interests* The planning committee can provide other 



names* The history of organized groups shows that the membership In Friends 
of the Library groups Is largely made up of representative people who are 
active In other organizations. Local groups which should yield many "pro- 
spective Friends are:

Individuals apt to be Interested are authors, ministers, teachers, and 
faculty members, publishers, book store proprietors, editors, lawyers and 
physicians. 

The planning committee should take the following preliminary steps; and 
those who are responsible for the call should agree upon 

(a) the place and time of the meeting 

(b) how the notice should be given 

(c) who shall call the meeting to order and nominate the chairman 

(d) who shall be nominated for chairman 

(e) who shall explain the object of the meeting. (It is also good 
policy to have a set of resolutions drafted In advance to submit 
to the meeting*) 



Having taken *ii the preliminary steps, the planning committee should 
Invite those who are known to be Interested In the general plans to meet at 
a certain time and place to consider the question of organising a Friends of 
the Library group* 

As one of their preliminary steps they should procure copies of the con- 
stitutions and by-laws of several similar groups for the use of the committee 
In drafting their own. 

Meetings called to organize a group are not commenced until ten or 
fifteen minutes after the appointed time* The person previously selected 
for the purpose steps forward and says: "The meeting will please come to 
order; I move that Mr* A* act as chairman of this meeting* fl The motion is 
put to a vote and when the chairman is elected he takes the chair and 
announces as the first business in order the election of a secretary, protein* 
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After the secretary Is elected, the chairman calls on the member who Is 
most interested in forming the group to state the object of the meeting* 
Having finished his remarks, the chairman may call on other members to give 
their opinions on the subject* 

When a sufficient time has been spent in this informal way, some one 
should offer a resolution, so that definite action can be taken* Such a 
resolution may be in a form similar to this: 

'Tie solved, That it is the sense of this meeting that a Friends of the 
Library group should now be formed in this city* 11 

After the resolution is voted on, a motion should be offered that the 
chair appoint a committee of five to draft a Constitution and By-Lavs for a 
Friends of the Library group to (Here state the object) and that It report 
at an adjourned meeting of the assembly. 

When this committee is appointed and when all business is finished, a 
motion may be made to adjourn to meet at a certain place and time* 

At the next meeting, the officers of the previous meeting serve until 
the permanent officers are elected* After the reading of the minutes by 
the secretary, the chair announces as the next business in order, the hear- 
ing of the report of the committee on the Constitution and By-Lavs. 

The chairman of the committee addresses the chair and says: "The Com- 
mittee appointed to draft a Constitution and By -Laws has agreed upon the 
following, and has directed me to report the same, qnd move their ado tion* 
He then reads them, moves their adoption and hands them to the chair* The 
motion Is seconded, and the Constitution and By-Laws are open to amendment* 
When the motion is put to a vote, the chair distinctly announces the result 
of the vote* Ibis should never be omitted* Only a majority vote is re- 
quired to adopt a constitution of a new society, or to amend it before it 
is adopted* 

The chair now states that the Constitution and By-Laws having been 
adopted, it will be necessary for those wishing to become members to sign 
it* No one is permitted to vote after their adoption except those who have 
signed it and thus have Joined the society* The Charter may be left open 
according to the decision of the assembly. 

The chair requests the secretary to read the roll of members* This 
is necessary In order that all may know who are entitled to take part in the 
future proceedings* 

The next business In order is the election of the permanent officers of 
the group* The By -Laws should prescribe the method of nomination and elec- 
tion of the officers, and they should be strictly complied with* A com- 
mittee is appointed by the chair to nominate the permanent officers of the 
group* The cocmittee retires and agrees upon a ticket* 

When the committee returns, the chairman of the committee reads the 
list of nominations, and hands It to the chair* The chair then reads the 
list and asks for further nominations. 
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Any member may rise and nominate anyone elae for any office, providing 
his consent has been obtained, and thus propose a new ticket. The chair 
announces the nominations as made* 

If the Bfcr-Laws prescribe that the election shall be by ballot, as they 
usually should, the chair appoints tellers* Tellers distribute blank 
ballots, collect the ballots and count them. The first teller appointed 
reports the vote. 

The chair announces as elected all the candidates who received a 
majority vote and the temporary officers are Immediately replaced by the 
permanent ones elected* 

After the offices are filled, the chair should mention any business which 
he knows requires Immediate attention* Committees should be appointed for 
various purposes as described In the Ely-Laws, and the place of meeting should 
be determined* 

If the group is one that expects to own real estate, it should be incor- 
porated according to the laws of the state In which it is situated* For this 
purpose some members of the committee on the Constitution should consult a 
lawyer so that the constitution may conform to the laws of the state* 

The meetings of different groups vary greatly, and they should be 
managed differently in order to obtain the best results* Some groups re- 
quire a strict enforcement of parliamentary rules, while with others the 
best results will be obtained by being Informal* 

The survey of Plrlends of the Library groups pointed out that in 
the great majority of oases, the librarian is not an officer of the organi- 
zation but acts as an advisor or consultant and makes recommendations 
upon request* 

Hie corresponding secretary of Friends of the Library is often a staff 
member* In other cases, libraries aid the group by supplying clerical 
assistance din handling dues, notices, mimeographing, receiving all mail 
and posting group notices* 

Almost without exception the library furnishes the meeting place and 
stores the records of the organization*

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The practioe of holding meetings varies as much as the types of organi- 
zation. 

AMNUAL. Ihe majority of Friends of the Library groups meet annually; 
many such groups hold monthly meetings of the executive board. Example: 
Friends of the Library of Washington, Pa. holds an annual dinner meeting and 
monthly meetings of the executive board . The annual dinner in 1949 was 
attended by 134* Friends of the San Francisco Public Library holds an 
annual forum* 

SEMI-ANNUAL Friends of Kentucky Libraries meets semi -annually when 
it holds a Spring and Fall luncheon. Friends of the Berkshire Athenaeum, 
Pittsfield, Mass, holds a forum semi -annually. 

QUARTERLY. Some groups meet quarterly. Example: Friends of the 
Library Association of Savannah and Chatham County, Ga; also, Friends of 
the Library, Springfield, 111. 

SI-MONTH -T. Ftiends of the Library, Riverside, 111. meets bi-^aonthljr 
and has a paid speaker who usually gives a book review of about one and a 
half hours length. 



A large number of groups hold monthly meetings. The Lima and 
Allen County, Ohio Friends meets regularly once a month at the Public Library. 
Friends of the Library of the Carnegie Library of Homestead (Munhall) Pa. holds 
regular monthly meetings with a program for adults, and an annual meeting 
during Book Week on Public Library Day. On this occasion, proceeds from bene- 
fits are presented to the Board of Managers of the library, and gifts of 
Memorial Books are dedicated, publicly. 

WEEKLY Friends of the Westport Library in Connecticut reports weekly 
meetings. 

IRREGULAR, Other groups hold meetings irregularly as the need arises. 
Sometimes meetings are called only when there is a special gift to celebrate, 
or some special occasion such as a distinguished visitor; or a special need 
of the library is to be discussed. An example of irregular meetings is 
Friends of the Library of El Dorado County, Calif. 

In some communities the opportunity to come together and discuss books 
may provide for a social and literary occasion to be enjoyed more or less 
frequently. 

Almost without exception meetings of Friends of the Library are open to 
the general public. Some of the exceptions are: Friends of the Public Library 
of St. Paul, Minn, holds regular monthly meetings that are closed; regular 
meetings of Friends of the Library of Rutherford, N.J. are closed. 

Friends of 'the Hill County Rural Library, Havre, Mont, has only two 
of its regular meetings open each year.

Types o Meetings

meetings with a program, forums, luncheons, teas and dinners, 



Friends of the Detroit Public Library, Inc. holds evening 
meetings and has a program followed by a social hour and light refreshments, 

Forums are held by the Friends of the Highland Park Public Library, 111, 
with special outside exhibits keyed to the forum subject. For example .Life 
magazine atonic energy photographic collection exhibited with program on 
peacetime application of atomic energy. The librarian usually has bulletin 
board display and table attractively arranged with books and pamphlets 
related to subject matter of each program, 

Citizens Library Committee of Ohio holds an annual luncheon meeting at 
the time of the Ohio State Library Association Conference, 

Friends of the Library of Kansas City, Mo, holds teas with book reviews 
and garden parties with speakers, 

Dues and Fees 

There are various plans for financing the activities of Friends of the 
Library, 

Some groups have membership fees of different classes ranging from a 
nominal fee of 25# to $100, 00, Ohe majority of Friends of the Library groups 
charge annual dues of $1,00, Contributions and donations to Friends of the 
Library are deductible from income tax, 

Other methods are used, however, ranging from no dues to passing the hat 
in Freeport, N,Y,, to voluntary gifts, or a fund drive when needed. Others 
make any size fee a membership requirement,

WHERE TOE? ABE. TTFES OF FRIENDS GROUPS 



A Friends of the library group brings together persona Interested in 
books and libraries to focus attention on library services and needs. They 
are the ambassadors of good will who interpret the library to the community. 

Friends of the Library is as vital a part of the public library as the 
P.T.A. is to the public school; the Cot Club to the hospital; the Altmni 
Association to the college or university; or the Aid Society to the church. 

Fortunately for public libraries many active groups exist today in 
34 states, as veil as in Hawaii and Canada. Pennsylvania leads the states 
with 31 Friends of the Library groups reported; Rev York State has 18 groups 
and Illinois U. 

There are many new groups in the process of organizing today, as veil 
as many letters on file* at A.L.A, Headquarters from libraries vho are re- 
questing information about organizing a Friends' group. 

The very earliest information about such a group that has come to the 
author's attention is from Jenkintovn, Pa. vhere the Abington Library Society 
vas organized in 1803 "to maintain a library for the promotion of useful 
knowledge". It vas founded by 14 members and has functioned continuously 
since that time* Today it has 1785 members and the library is supported 
by this membership. 

This survey of public library groups indicates the term "Friends" vas 
first used in 1922 at Syracuse, N.T., when Friends of Reading of Onondaga 
County, Inc. vas organized. Its objective vas to promote the welfare of 
branch libraries and main library in Onondaga County. 

It conducts 8 monthly dinner meetings with speakers in the interest of 
library promotion. Among its contributions to promote library service, it 
reports that it has sent a member of the library staff to American Library 
Association Conferences. 

In its expenditures, the Onondaga Friends also includes dues for its 
organization to A.L.A. and N.7. Library Association. This practice is 
recooaended to all Friends groups t to join A.L.A. in order that the presi- 
dent will receive literature to acquaint him and in turn the membership 
with library policy and standards. 

Very few groups are reported before 1930; in the '30's the term 
"friends" began to be used more extensively and today newly organized groups 
use it almost without exception, although the purposes, aims and objectives 
are the same wherever citizens meet in the interest of the public library. 
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Nation-Wide Friends Groups 



CHAUTAUQOA. NY 



Friends of the Chautauqua Smith Memorial Library was organized July 
5, 194*6* The Smith Memorial Library has a collection of 18,000 books and 
95 periodicals. The late Mrs. A. M. Smith Wilkes, a world traveler and 
a highly cultured person, donated the building . There is no endowment 
fund to take care of the running expenses of the library* The Board of 
Trustees of Chautauqua Institution allocates funds in its budget for the 
upkeep of the library, simmer and winter 

Chautauqua 1 s problem is unique. Circulation for the three summer 
months approximates 18,000 compared to 4., 610 books circulated during the 
nine off-season months of the year* The Library is open for community 
use 72 hours a week during the simmer season; during the winter, the 
library is open Wednesday and Saturday afternoons* 

Chautauqua 1 s summer residents, numbering 15,000 on the average, are 
people in a large part who feel the presence of books Is absolutely 
necessary* A variety of library experiences must be provided for them. 
The library must be keyed with the broad, cultural program of Chautauqua 
Institution. 

Realizing the valuable facilities of Smith Memorial Library and de- 
siring to help to put them to even greater and wider use, the Friends of 
Smith Memorial Library state their purpose as follows: "To maintain an 
association of persons Interested in the Chautauqua Library; to create an 
awareness of the opportunity and cultural advantages made available by the 
library for both summer and winter residents;.** to study the needs of the 
Library and the nature of gifts and bequests which will most effectively 
serve these needs. 11 

The organization maintains an average membership of 250 persons from 
every state in the Union, many of whom are active in Friends of the Library 
groups in their home connmnities. 

An annual library day is held when there is open house at the library 
with a meeting at 3:30 P.M. This is followed by tea and refreshments. On 
Library Day in 1947, Carl H* Milam, then Director of the Library of the 
United Nations addressed the meeting. 

Projects and plans are under way to help put the facilities of the 
library to greater and wider service. Through these efforts the Frleois 
of the Library hope to be a very live and vital instrument in the Chautauqua

State-vide Friends groups have been organized under various names in 
several states, although some are more active than others unless special library 
legislation is pending* IVo states - Missouri and Virginia - have combined 
citizens and trustees into one organization, feeling that their interests 
are similar and that the -combination makes for simple and effective action* 

For this study information was received from the following state groups: 

OHIO. CITIZENS LIERAHT COMMITTEE OF OHIO was organized under the spon- 
sorship of the Ohio Library Association* It was organized during the years 
when the financial support of libraries in Ohio was critical because of a 
change in source of income for the libraries of the State* It was felt that 
an informed and interested organization of lay people could help in the par- 
ticular financial crisis as well as become an influence for the cause of 
libraries in general throughout the State* 

There are no dues* The organization is financed by the Ohio Library 
Association* The president and secretary are appointed by the Executive 
Board of the Ohio Library Association* There is a general open meeting 
during the annual convention of the Ohio Library Association* 

Members are active for their own libraries and are also interested 
in the over-ell library situation* Some have succeeded in organizing 
local Friends of the Library groups; watch library legislation, both on a 
state and national level; and upon suggestion write to respective repre- 
sentatives and senators when this need arises* 

JEFNyUSKJ. FRIENDS KENTUCKY LIBRARIES was organized in 1936 to 
encourage and draw together all organized groups interested in library 
development and the preservation of archives* 

LOUISIANA. CITIZENS LIBRARY MOVEMENT was organized in 1937 to bring 
together all citizens interested in the establishment of rural libraries 
where none exist and to strengthen existing ones* They report approxi- 
mately 350,000 members who pay 25# to Join. 



TEXAS . raiENDS TEXAS LIBRARIES was organized in 1940 to promote 
more and better library service to all people of the state* Each estab- 
lished library is encouraged to have an active group* 

TENNESSEE. CITIZENS LIBRA; f MOVEMENT was organized in 194,6 to co- 
ordinate library service in Tennessee* 

WEST VIRGINIA. FRIENDS Q ^HE LIJRAir was organized in 1947 to pro- 
mote state-vide public library expansion* 

In a nunber of states the state Friends group is affiliated with the 
state library association as a committee, section or division*

LIMA AND ALLEN COUNT!. OHIO* This Friends of the Library group is 
thought of as the library f s department of education and public relations* 
It functioned almost two years without a constitution* during which time 
leaders were making a careful study of the library system* They familiar- 
ized themselves with the administration of the library and all of its ser- 
vices, and visited every branch and sub-station in the city* During this 
time they were perfecting their organization and formulating a definite 
program* Before adopting a constitution and by-laws, the group submitted 
them to the Board of Trustees for approval* They have consulted with the 
librarian on all proposed activities, to assure themselves that their pro- 
gram conformed with the policy of the library in every detail* 

LOGANSFORT AND PASS CQDNTg INDIANA. "Early on the sub-zero morning 
of the 17th of March. 1941* the Logansport Public Library was destroyed by 
fire* Volumes of literature* of science, of history of fine arts* of 
religion and philosophy , of fiction, were destroyed, to a total number

"A few days after the fire, the embers scarcely stopped glowing, the 
broken remains of a once magnificent structure yet clothed In sheets of 
ice, a meeting was held in the City Court Room a group of citizens represent- 
ing a cross-section of the entire community, together with members of the 
Library and School Boards*

W. V. October 1944, organized a Friends of 
the Library group because of the desperate condition of the library and the 
possibility that It would be closed, 

E& DORADO COUNTY. ffi.ACgjpTf.fle, CALIF. Friends of the Library was organized 
in April 1947, was organized to promote establishment of a County Free Li-* 
brary by systematically arousing interest and support through all civic, 
school, church, fraternal and social organizations In the area; to see that 
representatives of these groups appeared at the hearing of the Board of Super- 
visors in this connection; to raise funds for the purchase of a building to 
house the library* 

The objectives of this group are: I. To maintain interest in continuing 
a high level of county-wide library service; 2* To assure that the annual 
budget is adequate to this end; 3. To assist the librarian when advice and 
help is needed in matters of policy and physical maintenance of the plant. 

This group effected the establishment of the County Free Library in 1947; 
obtained an Increase in the library budget from $9000 to $34,000; raised funds 
and purchased a building for the library; purchased some equipment not pro- 
vided for by the budget; and appear periodically in support of library matters 
before the Board of Supervisors.

SAN FRANCISCO* CALIF Friends of the Library, of the San Francisco 
Public Library is a unique organization. The organization has only one 
officer a permanent chairman; it involves no dues; it has no constitution 
or Ijy-laws, The activities will be as extensive and appropriate as occasion 
and circumstances may warrant* 

In 194B a large group of citizens was organized to form a volunteer 
committee to assist in a Bond Campaign* 

In the Spring of 1949 members of this group were mailed a letter of 
commendation* Enclosed with this was a gold card signifying that each one 
was a member of Friends of the Library* 

Subsequent communications included an A*L*A* Friends of the Libfary 
brochure with an invitation to the first Friends meeting* 

Local authors were the guests of honor at the first meeting with 
audience attendance numbering 150* 

Ibis Ffierds of Library Group was organized to create citizen interest 
in the library's progress with regard to civic affairs; to develop good will 
in promoting support at budget hearings; to encourage bequests* books or 
legacies; to provide a public opportunity to accept or dedicate bequests* 

The list of members includes persons from active citizens* conmlttees, 



past and current donors, local authors who hare asked to be included, 
groups who use the library facilities for meeting purposes, members of 
other cultural groups and women f s organizations* 

Meetings are held twice a year, unless a special occasion arises for 
additional meetings* 

The librarian or library commissioners suggest when a meeting should 
be held and provide the meeting place in the library* The secretarial work 
is handled through the library* Refreshments when necessary are provided 
by the library commissioners* 

The San Francisco Friends group is flexible, in that it is not limited 
to specific activities* so long as they fall within the scope of benefit to 
the library* Service with time and effort, rather than by money contributions 
or dues, is the first objective* 

BOSTON. MASS. In Boston, as in a number of cities, libraries are ex- 
perimenting with the idea of centering their Friends activities around the 
various branches* Groups have been organized at two branches of the Boston 
Public Library "Friends of the Phillips Brooks Branch Library 11 and "Friends 
of the East Boston Branch Library"* The activities of the groups are varied; 
but the same purpose motivated the organization, to provide these branches 
vith services not provided for in the city budget, for example, films, 
recordings, etc* 

CHICAGO. ILL. The organization of the Friends of the Chicago Public 
Library was the result of a Public Hearing and Conference on the Chicago 
Public Library Survey, February H 1940* The group inaugurated "Chicago 
Public Library Week," in the spring of 1941* A Chicago authors 1 luncheon 
opened the week, and book talks, forums, and discussion groups were held in 
branches during the week* * Newspaper stories and accounts of the services 
of the library were generously contributed by the local papers* The Friends 
group published a circular telling of the resources and variety of services 
of the public library* 

DENVER. COL. The Denver Public Library has an organized "Friends 
of the Library" Group* Following is a statement of purpose incorporated in 
the invitation, signed by a nuaber of prominent citizens: 

'The Denver Public Library is eager to enlarge the number of 
Denver citizens who take an informed interest in its activities* To 
assist the Library in accomplishing this purpose a non-profit Colorado 
corporation has been formed under the name of "Friends of the Denver 
Public Library*" 



idea is not new* Similar organizations are giving substantial 
aid to other libraries* For example, Friends of the Harvard Library, 
Tale Associates, Friends of the Princeton Library, and Friends of the 
Huntington Library, might be mentioned* 
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Thase associations encourage gifts of money, books, manuscripts 
and othar material to the Lltrary and promote its interests generally. 
The Friends of the Denver Public Library desire to foster a <IHIM 
spirit of generosity, to coordinate such efforts, and to open fresh 
opportunities. 

The Denver Public library, unlike the great private foundations, 
is supported almost entirely by taxation. If such support, now in- 
sufficient, is to become adequate, both the taxpayers and the taxing 
authorities must be impressed with the facts and the Increasing needs 
of the Library In a developing community. 

Accordingly, the purpose of this new organization Is twofold. On 
the one hand, by stimulating and uniting effort, it is hoped that the 
Library may receive desirable collections and material not otherwise 
obtainable. On the other hand (and especially), it is proposed, by 
carefully planned efforts, to acquaint the taxpayers and the taxing 
authorities with the problems of Library administration and support. 
It is believed that a zealous group of Friends, backed by an enlighten- 
ed public opinion, can encourage the tax appropriating authorities to 
make adequate provision for the legitimate activities of the Library. 

NEW YORK PUBLIC LIBRARY N.I.Q.. Women's Council of the Hew York Public 
Library was organized March 2^7 1949 There is a membership of 325 They 
organized to .spread Interest in the library and to help raise funds. The 
aim of the Women's Council is to know the New York Public Library, to spread 
this knowledge, and to secure for the library the support of the community. 
They hold a luncheon meeting and do volunteer work in branches and divisions. 

DETROIT, MICH. Friends of the Detroit Public Library, Inc. was organized 
September 24, 1942 with a membership of 3#* At the present time they have 
730 members. The purposes were to be three-fold:

(1) To provide a medium for bringing together all people interested in 
books and the development of book resources for the community. 

(2) To encourage gifts of private libraries, individual books and funds 
or bequests for the purchase of books. 

(3) To assemble through ttie collection of annual membership dues a fund 
for acquiring for the Detroit Public Library, rare fine or unique 
materials which otherwise would not be made available to the people 
of the community* 

A. broad scale of dues was established that people of every economic 
status might share in it, -ranging from individual membership of $3*00 per 
year to life membership dues of $1,000.00. It is hoped that at the proper 
time an Intensive campaign for members will enlist in the cause some thous- 
ands of citizens.

NORWOOD. MASS. While no formal organisation of Friends is reported in 
Norwood, the annual reports show that several organizations and institu- 
tions have informal Friends groups, who are interested in the services and 
needs of the library. The Garden Club undertook a weekly service of 
bringing and arranging flowers. At the holiday season, the club again under- 
took the arranging of the Christmas decorations. The Girl Scout leader co- 
operated with the library Y s program to extend library services to the shutins 
and handicapped. Other groups and individuals have cooperated with the library 
to help promote better understanding of Its services. 

VESTPORT. CONN. Friends of the Westport Library organized in 1947. 
Members of the Board of Trustees believed the townspeople needed to know 
more about the problems and services of the library. A Friends group was 
organized for the purpose of creating an informed public opinion about the 
service, resources 'and needs of the Westport Library and to help it achieve 
its maximum usefulness to the community. Regular weekly meetings are held, as 
well as forms an! teas. A weekly radio program is sponsored; and lecture 
series featuring outstanding talent.

Financial aid to the library 
was not included. 

w IF?M-? AT: rcMr fi*S. Friends of the Library of the Horton Branch of 
the Carnegie Public Library is a group of citizens, organized in 1947, who 
are interested in helping the library reach its maxinami usefulness in the 
community through cooperation with the library staff in any possible way. 
Their combined objective is to get larger appropriations from the city and 
a new building from the community* 

They report that the most effective way of cooperating with the librarian 
is to "work with the the librarian in such a way as to make the librarian feel 
that the library's success in meeting comzminity needs is as much the citizen's 
responsibility as the librarian's responsibility." 

GALyESTON. TEX* Friends of the Rosenberg Library organized in 194-0 
when the library was in great need of financial assistance to supplement in- 
come ftrom its endowment fund.

Friends of the Library in Taooma organized to raise funds for a site 
and a building for a branch library in the south-central section of Tacoma* 

$2,000.00 was realized in a financial drive in 1946 and was applied 
towards furnishing the junior departments of the Grace Moore Branch. 

This drive resulted in the City Council voting $75*000 in the spring 
of 1946 to build two branch libraries in the south end of Tacoma; and in 
the spring of 1947, an extra millage for a new central library was approved 
by the voter s* 

A portion of Mayor Cain's broadcast regarding Friends of the Library , 
April 1, 1946i 

Good evening, Tacoana: 

Already a sufficient sum has been raised to purchase a site and the 
Friends of the South Side Branch Library intend to continue their 
endeavors until there is sufficient money in the bank to actually 
construct a library building. 

I was enthusiastic but not really very hopeful of large successes 
when the activities were outlined several months ago* Now I would 
like to congratulate Miss Peterson and her many willing associates 
and co-workers* They have done a grand Job* They have been in 
genious, and resourceful and industrious* They are going to make 
their own dream come true* Further than that their success should 
be noticed and studied by others who sometimes retard progress by 
waiting for their city to achieve something they mi^it the more 
rapidly and effectively do for themselves 

Other groups have arranged radio programs either for some special 
occasion, during a special week set aside as Library Week or during Book 
Week* Sometimes, as in the case of a branch library in Chicago, the 
Friends broadcast as part of the branch publicity program* 

Friends of the Library from Pitt afield, Mass*; Huron, S*D*; Taklma, 
Wash* and from Tennessee report publicity through radio announcements. 

A project sponsored by Friends of the Library* McKeesport, Pa* was a 
weekly radio program for boys and girls "Books Bring Adventure 11 over radio 
station WEDO at 5t05 P*M* every Sunday during March, April and May, when 
favorite children's stories were dramatized* 

An opportunity for a public service program was offered to the Carnegie 
Library of Homestead (Munhall) Pa* by a local radio station, WHQD, when they 
went on the air in August, 1943* Friends of the Library took advantage of 



this offer at the time toy volunteering Its services and a weekly ten minute 
broadcast has been on the air ever since . The program Is devoted to news 
about books and the library and activities of Friends of the Library* A 
sample radio script follows which explains a project of Friends of the 
Library, entitled, "Calendar of District Activities."

Ifce very best Friend a library can possibly have is the editor of the 
local newspaper. Next in importance to the city editor of your newspaper, 
is the publicity chairman of your organization* 

General Instanuitiqn 

Typewrite all copy on regulation copy paper or plain white typewriter 
paper* Never submit stories in longhand* Write on one side of the sheet 
only* Triple space all copy so that corrections, additions, and subheads 
may be written between lines* 

Put the guideline of the story in the upper left-hand corner of the 
first page and on each page there after* Number page two - add one: 
page three - add two, etc* The name of the reporter (or publicity chair- 
man) should go above the guideline and page number* 

Begin the story at about the-middle of the first page* (This leaves 
room at the top for instructions to the printer and for headline slugline.) 
Indent the beginning of each paragraph* If the story requires more than 
one page, write the word "more" at the bottom of each page and circle it* 
Do not begin a new paragraph on the last line of a page* When the story Is 
ended, indicate conclusion with a 30 or #* Always read the story 
over before handing it In* 

Avoid choppy, unconnected or Involved sentences, long paragraphs, and 
paragraphs beginning with the same word or phrase* 

Do not start a story with a paragraph of direct quotation* 

If the lead paragraph is too long, split it up into a number of sen- 
tences* 

Simplicity and brevity, not elaboration, give the newspaper its punch* 
Avoid "fine writing*, triviality, and over-enthusiasm* 

Avoid overworked expressions or ideas* 

Do not place important features in the last paragraph, where they may 
be eliminated when copy is cut* 

Use a soft black lead pencil for copyreading and write corrections, 
subheads and changes legibly* 

Make accuracy, not speed, your watchword* If you do not know, look up 
a doubtful Item; never guess* 

Uniformity of spelling, capitalisation, punctuation, use of figures, anl 
other mechanical considerations is the *^ of **n good newspapers* 
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In ELoonfleld, N.J., public announcement was made through the press 
of the Friends of the Library meeting! 

A new organization: The Friends of the Library, sponsored by the 
Bloomfield Branch of the American Association of University Women 
and the Bloomfield Women f s Club* In 1937 the group celebrated two 
years 1 successful existence. In its first year, the membership dues 
were spent for music scores and books: in the second year, technical, 
industrial and vocational volumes were purchased; for the third year, 
art books will be financed* (The purchasing is done by the Library.) 
Membership has been limited to 250 with new members accepted upon 
nomination. 

Newspaper write-ups in the Newark Evening News and the Independent 
Press were very enthusiastic, and may be the reason why a number of member- 
ships were received after the meeting. The Association's roster following 
the meeting had 243 names; its treasury, $256. Although the original inten- 
tion of the committee was to limit the membership to the seating capacity 
of the library auditorium, it found itself unable to refuse proffered dollars. 
It has reasoned with itself that since usually not more than fifty per cent 
of any organization can be counted on to attend meetings, it might safely and 
cautiously increase its membership. 
* 

Bulletins and Other Publications 

In several states, Friends of the Library groups undertake publicity 
for the services and needs of the library. This sometimes includes the 
circulation of a bulletin in mimeographed or printed form serving as a 
news letter to the members and to inform them about the library. 

The bulletin is usually the groups 1 own effort; the library staff co- 
operates only in furnishing some facts for copy. 

Another publicity scheme often planned tyr Friends is the printing of 
bookmarks containing pertinent library information to be distributed ex- 
tensively at the library.

FORUMS, DISCUSSION GROUPS, PROJECTS 

Forums and Disci ssion Groups 

Friends have sponsored book discussion groups of meetings as a means 
of strengthening the relationships in the community with the library* Forums, 
book reviews, or book discussion groups serve as a means of interesting in- 
dividuals and groups and at the same tioae afford the library an opportunity 
to publicize its services and resources. The forum or panel discussion is 
popular with Friends of the Library. Eighteen groups reported using this 
type of program. 

A forum series was sponsored by Friends of the Seattle Public Library. 
A list of speakers was offered from the University of Washington faculty. 
These speakers were counted truly Friends of the Seattle Public Library. Six 
of the ten branches of the Seattle Public Library have active Friends of the 
Library groups. Friends groups at branch libraries availed themselves of the 
opportunity of these forums.. Several of the branches arranged for at least 
one forum; two, scheduled eight each. Books on the subject discussed were set 
out for borrowers at each forum and a master list of such books was included 
in the "Log Book 11 published by the Friends of the Library. 

GALVESTON, TEX. The program of the Friends of the Rosenberg Library, 
Galveston, Tex. centered on films and panel discussions. Monthly film forums 
were held. 

BLOOMFIELD. NJ At the annual meeting of the Frierds of the Library at 
Bloomfield, U.J. in 1948 a panel discussion was planned. The topic was 
"Human Relations in N.J." Speakers included Mrs. Myra Allen Blake slee, 
recipient of an award for high achievement in human relations, Harold A. Lett, 
prominent inter-group official, Mrs. Horace Woodward, state P*T.A. official. 
The Executive Board planned this discussion with the hope and trust that 
members would become better Friends in fact, in spirit and in purpose. 

HIGHLAND PARK* ILL. During its first year the Friends of the Highland 
Park Library presented four Open House programs at the library on Sunday after- 
noon. The purpose was to direct attention to various resources and collections 
of the library which were of particular interest to the community. For each 
of these programs the Friends installed a special exhibit in the library. The 
large attendance at each of the gatherings showed that the library can be a 
place of enjoyment as well as learning.

If the Village Board continues the policy that the Public Library is the num- 
ber one building project, it would require less than a fifty thousand dollar 
additional appropriation, counting the subscribed funds, to have the Library 
funds completely in hand. 

2. To ask you to assist in furthering this important civic service. 

Several hundred Scarsdale residents have joined the non-profit Friends of the 
Scarsdale Library. We are hopeful to build up the membership still further 
this year. The cost is $1.00 per person, and the membership form and a self- 
addressed envelope are enclosed. All money obtained is used "to help the 
Library achieve its maximum usefulness to the community." You may wish 
to subscribe for other members of your family, which may be done by adding 
their names to the card and remitting accordingly. 

3. To observe the Library's Twentieth Anniversary. 

This milestone still finds the Library housed in its original "temporary" 
quarters lacking adequate space and structurally weak. (However, the new 
Library is first on Scarsdale's civic post-war construction program and we are 
hopeful that the present quarters may be vacated reasonably soon.)

VIEW OF PROPOSED NEW LIBRARY BUILDING 
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Hev Buildings and 

While the majority of Friends have been organized for the purpose of 
making their particular library more vital and useful to its community, 
many groups hare formed with a new library building as the first objective. 

At las Vegas, Nev*, a campaign for funds was launched, during which 
a house-to-house canvass was made* The sum of $40,000 was collected to be 
used for building* 

One of the objectives of the Friends of the Library of El Dorado County, 
Calif vas to raise funds for the purchase of a building to house the library. 
It was successful in raising $10,506.48 which was used for the purchase of 
building and equipment j abstract, deed and fire insurance. At the same time 
an increase in the library budget from $9,000 to $34,000 vas obtained* 

Copiah County, Hazelhurst, Kiss, needed a permanent home for the public 
library* Citizens organized in 1947 and conducted a drive for building 
donations* Approximately $25,000 was raised for building and the lot was 
donated. 

In the case of Friends of the Scarsdale Library, the purpose was a little 
different* A new building was planned and the Friends group was launched in 
1946 in order to be well established when the building is completed; with the 
objective to increase the facilities and services of the library. 

The lakima, Wash. Branch of the A. A. U. W. decided to organize Friends 
of the Library to stimulate library consciousness in the community after 
a new bookmobile was purchased from a bequest left from an estate and to 
stimulate enthusiasm in the community for a badly needed new library building. 

Friends of Libraries of North Iowa, Mason City, Iowa is organized to 
further rural library service* In 1949. this group raised money and bought 
a bookmobile costing $5000* 

Friends of the Library of Cabell County, Huntington, W. Va. raised 
$5000 for the purchase of a bookmobile to aid in the development of public 
library service* It was organized in 1944 because of the desperate condition 
of the library and the possibility that it would be closed. 

Friends of the Library of St. Petersburg, Fla. was organized in 1947 
to expand public library services and to support action to raise funds. 
Among other donations received was $5000 from Junior league for a bookmobile. 

Friends of the Library, Fort Collins, Col. was organized in 1959. In 
the second year, May 1941 they aided in a drive for a bookmobile. In Dec. 
1941, the bookmobile started service to rural areas of Larimer County. 
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LIBRARY A typical example of what the Citizens Library Movement hopes to provide for all 
Tennessee is this Kings port Public Library "Bookm obile" which gives modern library service to Sullivan

Time. In general, luncheon meetings have proved more successful than 
dinner meetings but local or other conditions may not bear this out. The 
cost is less for a luncheon menu and sometimes it is easier for business 
men to get away from their offices at the noon hour than in the evening 
when the question of whether the wives care to attend (or have other 
plans) may have to be considered. Also the question of formal or informal 
dress is immediately raised when a dinner is proposed but at noon every- 
one can come "as is." 

Invitations. May be inexpensively printed with a reservation card 
and return envelope enclosed to facilitate reply; or, a double post card 
may be used. If 200 or 300 are expected to attend, at least twice as 
many invitations are usually required. 

Guests of Honor. In selecting persons to sit at the speakers 1 table 
two considerations are kept in mind: (1) to make it seem a meeting of "lay- 
men and for laymen." For this reason, the committee in charge sets the 
stage but the chairman turns the meeting over almost immediately to a 
distinguished toastniaster, and from then on it is citizens tellin- each 
other the reasons why they should be interested. The speakers, however, 
should be supplied in advance with ample material on library objectives 
and needs so that they will voice the more significant aspects of local 
or state library problems. (2) to dramatize the various ways in which 
laymen can befriend libraries. This means having as guests of honor those 
who may typify a large group of friends, as, for example, a library donor; 
a prominent author; a library trustee; a lawyer (because lawyers help to 
secure bequests); a legislator or member of Congress; some one to personify 
the part women's clubs have played in aiding libraries; as well as, 
representatives from local service clubs. 

Speakers. Several short talks have proved "peppier" and create more 
enthusiasm usually than one long address, but circumstances may dictate 
otherwise in different localities. 

hostesses. Appoint a locally well-known member to act as hostess at 
each table to introduce guests, answer questions about the meeting, etc. 

Expense. To cover the cost of flowers, invitations, guests of honor, 
gratuities and any other incidentals, 25 cents (occasionally more) is added, 
to the actual price of the meal. The entertainment afforded is considered 
sufficient justification for this additional price.

BOOK MEMORIALS 

TITUSVTLIJE. PA. Friends of the Library, Titusville, selected as its 
first project, a memorial for Miss Jean Thomson, Librarian from 1936-1942, 
It was agreed that it should be an expression of the thing that was nearest 
her heart, i.e. books for the children of Titusville, as a memorial to her 
service and devotion. 

WICHITA, KA&. "Some of the ways in which it has been found that Friends 
of the Library can be of help to the public library... securing gifts of books 
from individuals or from organizations, including memorial gifts, bequests 
of private libraries, and local history material in the form of books, diaries, 
photographs, manuscripts or scrapbooks* n 

This plan of memorial gift books that is, the presentation of books 
to the library in memory of those who have died has proved in many towns 
to be an effective way of enlarging the number of the library f s friends 
and of interesting them in giving to the library. 

In Wichita, one of the interesting features of the library f s twentieth 
anniversary was the exhibit of books which had been given to the library as 
memorials. 

In some libraries, memorial gift books are kept as a separate collection 
known as the "memory shelf . w In Wichita, the books are shelved by subject 
as part of the regular book collection* The donors are glad to have the 
books they give cared for in th^ way which makes them most useftal to the 
library and its patrons* 

A talented young commercial artist designed an attractive bookplate for 
use in the memorial gift books* Names are lettered on the bookplate with 
black India ink. 

The Wichita Rotary Club voted not only to give a book in memory of one 
of their members who had recently died but to make this plan a definite 
policy for the future, and also to include all members who had died during 
the history of Wichita Rotary, a total of twenty-three men. The selection 
of these twenty-three books was made most careftally, a special effort being 
made to choose each book in accordance with the special tastes and interests 
of the men in whose honor it was given. An allowance was made by the club 
of five dollars for each book* 

The fact that each book is so carefully chosen lends an added signifi- 
cance to the gift* This careful selection of books, to fit the special 
interests of the persons honored and to meet the approval of the purchasers, 
takes many conferences with prospective donors and much time on the part 
of the librarian* But it is time well spent, for always the donor acquires 
an added interest in the library ! s work* At Wichita, Kan. also one woman 
expressed the desire to give the library a book each year on her husband's 
birthday as a memorial to him* 

The idea of memorial books appeals almost universally. Memorial books

extra impetus and support which can make it a vital, living institution 
meeting the ever increasing needs of all parts of the city, and of each 
particular individual in each community* 1 ' 

SCARSDALE. N Y In May 194-6, an anonymous gift of two $500 in 
savings bonds was made to set up a fund for the purchase of books over 
a period of twenty years in memory of three young men who lost their 
lives in World War II* 

In each case, the books purchased are to be selected in fields where 
lay the especial interest of each man; for John Parker Compton, books on 
world affairs; for Alfred Haywood, books dealing on the broad aspects of 
medicine; for Snowden Haywood, books in the field of general scientific 
development* 

GALVESTPN* TEX. Friends of the Rosenberg Library report one hundred 
and twenty-three books have been presented to the library in the past 
two years by individuals, or by organizations, each gift as a memorial to 
a Galveston citizen* Each of these books carries an especially designed 
memorial bookplate, giving the names of the person memorialized by the 
gift and the donor of the book* Usually the books selected relate to a 
special interest of the person in whose name they are given and thus become 
a personal memorial* More and more people in the community are choosing this 
method of remembering a friend or a member of their family* 

Music Memorial 

The Evanston, 111. Public Library has a music department founded as 
a memorial by a Friend of the library. The Sadie Knowland Coe Music 
Collection was given to the public library by Dr. George A* Coe in memory

May we call to your attention these pertinent facts 
about the Friends of the Library? 

( 1 ) . The Friends of the Library is open to all who are interested 
in enhancing and extending the service of our Library. 
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A sound proof room was provided and equipped by Dr. Coe with a mechani- 
cal piano and several hundred music rolls. It was the first public library, 
as far as is known, to offer such a service * So popular did it bee one that 
a time limit of thirty minutes to a person had to be observed * Music students 
studied the interpretations of composers on the keyboard* Evanston business 
people flocked to the room for relaxation and enjoyment during their lunch 
hours and after business hours* Music enthusiasts of all classes asked at the 
loan desk for the key to the music room* Over 600 rolls for the electrically 
operated piano presented a musical history of the Western world* 



purpose of the collection was to perpetuate the work of popular 
musical culture carried on in Evanston by Mrs* Coe over a period of years* 
Books, printed music and player-piano rolls were all selected with this 
serious end in view* The books cover musical history, biography and theory; 
the music includes major opera and oratorio scores* Whatever was merely 
entertaining or ephemeral has been excluded* A special bookplate in every 
volume of the Coe Memorial collection has helped to keep alive the names 
of the one commemorated* 

Distinctive features of this memorial were: 

1* The opportunity to study music itself the actual tones as well 
as books about music* 

2* The player-piano which enabled persons who could not play the 
piano to study music* 

3* Special help in studying current programs of concerts and operas* 
Reading lists were posted, books, scores and piano records were reserved* 

4* Liberal regulations* Printed music and piano rolls were loaned 
for hone use in the same way that books are loaned* 

With the passing of the years the player piano has been worn out and 
been superceded by a modern radio-record player and the old piano rolls 
have been replaced by modern recordings, with supplementary appropriations 
from the regular book budget* But the same distinctive service features 
remain. The library's music collection has now grown to include over 5000 
books and music scores, most of which have been purchased from the Coe 
Memorial fund; 650 record albums, of which 150 albums are children's 
recordings used for the special story hours; and five current music 
periodicals*

The name of this organization shall be the West Virginia Friends of the 
Library* 

Article II 
Purpose 

The purpose of this organization shall be to maintain a statewide 
organization of citizens who are interested in books and libraries; to focus 
attention on library services, facilities and needs; to stimulate gifts, 
endowments, and bequests to public libraries; to encourage public opinion in 
favor of strong state library extension agencies, and to encourage the develop-

Membership 

Membership shall be open to any individual in sympatljy with these

Believing in the importance of the Carnegie Library of Homestead, to 
each individual of Homestead, Munhall and surrounding communities, as veil 
as to the schools, clubs and other organized groups, and particularly to 
the boys and girls; and appreciating the need of an organization devoted to 
the development of this institution, the' following persons constitute them- 
selves Founders of "Friends of the Library 11 of the Carnegie Library of 
Homestead, Pennsylvania and adopt the attached Constitution and By-Laws, on

Article I 



The name of this organization shall be "Friends of the Library of the 
Carnegie Library of Homestead, Pennsylvania." 

Article II 

Objects 
The objects of Friends of the Library shall be: 

Section 1. To promote a better understanding in the community of the 
needs of the Library. 

Section 2. To develop better citizenship through better reading habits. 

Section 3. To provide good, wholesome entertainment for the children 
of the community. 

Section 4* To secure more adequate reading material and other essentials 
for the Children's Room and the High School Department of the Library. 

Article III 
Membership 

Section 1* ATI persons or organizations Interested in the purpose of 
this association shall be eligible for membership* 

"It is a Wise Community That Supports Its Library" 



Section 2. Any person interested in tfre purpose of this association may 
become a member by paying annual dues of $1,00. 

Section 3* Any organized group interested in the purpose of this 
association may participate by paying annual dues of at least $500 and may 
name one of its members as a representative* 

Section 4. Each individual member or organization representative shall 
be entitled to one vote, to participate in the work done by the various 
committees, and to hold office* 

Article IV 

Dues 
Section 1. The fiscal year of this association shall begin on June 1st. 

Section 2. Annual dues shall be $1.00 per member, or at least $5.00 per 
organization, payable June 1st, and delinquent October 1st. Those members 
not having paid by October 1st shall be dropped from the membership list, 
after having been given due notice.

Officers and Their Duties

CONSTITUTION AND BT-LAWS 



Article I 



The name of this organization shall be Friends of The Library of 
Rutherford, hereinafter referred to as the Friends* 

Article II 
Ob'e_cts 

The Friends shall be a voluntary, non-profit, unincorporated association 
of men and women thoroughly mindful of all the best interests of the popula- 
tion of Rutherford, Nev Jersey, representative of all social and cultural 
organisations active therein, and shall: 

Section 1. Encourage all citizens to make fuller use of the opportunities 
now or hereafter afforded by the Rutherford Library for the dissemination of 
education and culture * 

Section 2. Provide supplementary equipment therefor or new media of 
instruction therein which may appear necessary in order to increase the effec- 
tiveness, scope or appropriate variety of service now provided by the 
Rutherford Library but which may not be enabled by a current Library budget. 

Section 3. Foster locally a more general appreciation of the high 
standard of service afforded by libraries in general and by the Rutherford 
Library in particular* 

Section 4 Develop citizenship through better reading* 

Article III 
Members 

Any individual of good character, either resident in Rutherford or 
interested in its welfare, shall be eligible to membership in the Friends and 
may become a member upon application accompanied by dues* 

Memberships shall be annual and shall be renewable from January first of 
each year by payment of annual dues. Individuals becoming members prior to 
February 1st, 1948 shall be designated Charter members. 
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Artlcle IV 
Sponsors 

Any local organization desirous of sponsoring the objectives of the 
Friends may be nominated a Sponsor of the Friends of The Library of Rutherford. 
Such designation shall be conferred only by the unanimous vote of the Board of 
Directors present and upon payment of Sponsors 9 dues. 

Article V 
Dues 

Dues of Members shall be $1.00 per annum and of Sponsors of $10.00 per 
annum, payable In advance for each calendar year. 

Article VI 
Officers 

The elective officers shall consist of a President, a Vice President, a 
Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer and in addition 
three Policy Officers who shall comprise a Standing Policy Committee. 

In addition there shall be the offices of Immediate Past President and 
of Liaison Officer which shall be filled automatically by the President whose 
term of office has most recently expired and by the Librarian of the Rutherford 
Library, respectively. 

Article VII 
Board of Directors 

All of the officers described in the preceding Article, together with 
the Chairmen of standing committee, shall constitute a Board of Directors 
which shall act finally on all projects proposed and on all matters arising 
between meetings of the Friends. Six members of the Board of Directors shall 
constitute a quorum. 

Article VIII 



The elective officers shall be elected and the other offices confirmed 
annually at an Apmun Meeting of the Friends to be called in November or 
December of each year at a time and place to be decided by the Board of 
Directors. 

The election shall be by ballot cast by all those present and qualified 
to vote. The nominee for each office receiving the majority of the votes 
cast shall be declared duly elected. Hewly-elected officers and directors 
shall assume their offices immediately following their election. 
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Article IX 
Nominating Committee 

Preliminary to the Annual Meeting and at least two weeks prior thereto 
the President shall appoint two members who are not officers to serve with 
Liaison Officer as a Nominating Committee which shall confer promptly and be 
prepared to place in nomination at the meeting the names of candidates to 
fill all elective offices for the ensuing year. 

Additional nominations may be made from the floor at the Annual Meeting. 

Article X 
Standing Committees 

The President shall appoint Chairman of Publicity, Book Review, Membership 
Committees and any other committees that may be hereafter created. 

Article XI 
Amendment 

Amendment of this Constitution may be accomplished by a two- thirds vote 
at any meeting of the Friends, provided that notice of the proposed change 
has been given all members at least two weeks prior to such meeting. 

BY-LAVS 

Article I 
Duties of Officers 

Section 1, The President shall be the chief executive. He shall call 
and preside at all meetings* of the Friends or of the Board of Directors, 
appoint committees, see that they function and that they make regular reports 
to the Board of Directors. In his absence the Vice-President shall have all 
his powers and duties and in the absence of both the President and Vice- 
President the Immediate Past President shall have the powers and duties of 
the President. 

Section 2. The Recording Secretary shall keep the general records of 
the Friends, including current lists of Members and Sponsors and Minutes of 
all meetings, and shall record all committee appointments. 

Section 3. The Tree surer shall report at each meeting of the Friends 
and of its Board of Directors. 
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Section 3A. Corresponding Secretary shall perform duties customary 
to the office, sending notices, conduct correspondence etc*, end perform 
such other duties as may be assigned from time to time* 

Section 4* It shall be the duty of the Policy Officers to estimate 
the value and propriety of all proposed projects of the Friends and offer 
recommendations respecting the merits of such projects, before the same are 
acted upon by the Executive Board* 

Section 5. On request the Liaison Officer shall assist the Board of 
Directors and the Policy Committee ty reporting similarly to the Trustees 
of the Rutherford Library and of its staff toward any project with which 
they may be concerned, and by reporting similarly to the Trustees of the 
Rutherford Library views which the Board of Directors may want them to 
consider respecting any phase of library service. 

Section 6. All officers shall serve without compensation. 

Section 7. The Board of Directors shall have, in addition to the duties 
provided herein, final responsibility for execution of the policies of the 
Friends including the right to over-rule or modify the action of any officer 
or committee . It shall designate a hnnfr or banks of deposit for funds of the 
Friends, shall have the power to invest surplus funds and shall cause the 
books to be audited annually 

Article II 
Dues - Expenditures 

Section 1* In its discretion the Board of Directors may increase or 
reduce uniformly the dues payable by Members and the basic dues payable by 
sponsors for the next succeeding full year* 

Section 2. So far as practicable dues received from Sponsors shall be 
kept separate from dues received from Members and used only to cement or 
enlarge membership in the Friends. However, should circumstances require or 
resultant advantage seem to warrant, the Board of Directors by two-thirds 
vote of those present shall have power to expend dues of Sponsors for any 
other worthy purpose of the Friends 

Section 3* Any disbursement of Sponsors 1 dues for whatever purpose 
shall be from the general fund of such dies so that advantage from any such 
disbursement may not be imputed to any particular Sponsor or group of Sponsors 
but be considered a provision by all. 

Section 4. No financial obligations shall be incurred or bills paid 
unless first approved by the Board of Directors. All bills must be signed by 
an officer or a chairman of the committee through which the expenditure 
originated, when submitted for such approval. 
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Section 5* No funds shall be disbursed Tor maintenance or improvement 
of the Library building or for any item of equipment or other provision 
therein which cannot reasonably be construed to represent a direct source 
of learning or culture* 

Article III 
Meetings 

Section 1. In addition to the Annual Meeting stipulated in Article VIII 
of the Constitution other meetings of the Friends may be called by the 
President in his or her discretion and shall be called at the request of any 
five members of the Board of Directors* 

Section 2. Meetings of the Board of Directors shall be called at the 
discretion of the President or at the request of any three members of the 
Board of Directors* 

Article IV 
Restriction on Activities 

Section 1. The Friends shall not take part in any movement not in 
keeping with its real purposes and objectives, and any endorsement of 
candidates for political office or discussion of politics at meetings or at 
other times by persons presuming to present or attempting to shape views of 
the Friends in such matter shall be deemed opposed to such objectives and 
shall be rigidly discountenanced. 

Section 2. No funds other than dues shall be solicited from Members 
during general meetings of the Friends* 

Article V 

Amendments 



Section 1* Amendment of these By-Laws may be accomplished by a majority 
vote at any meeting of the Friends, provided that notice of the proposed 
amendment has been given all members at least two weeks prior to such meeting*
